It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not nomnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant pointed out that the Woodruff publication 2002/0102156 is 
not elgible as prior art under 35 USC 102(a) since it names the same inventive entity as the present application. Thus, 
the Examiner indicated that the 35 USC 103(a) rejection set forth in paragraph 14 of the final rejection is withdrawn. 
Applicant then went on to point out that the invention of the claimed dual end effector predates the filing date of the 
Kinnard et al reference, as shown by application 09/875300 (the above mentioned 2002/0102156 and 6.752.584), The 
Examiner agreed that at least claim 1 appears to be supported by the earlier filed application, however, in order ot 
remove the rejection, one of two things needed to be done. The first option would be to add a priority claim to the 
earlier application. The second option would be to file a 37 CFR 1 .131 declaration, utilizing the earlier application as 
evidence to support the date of conception of the presently claimed invention prior to the filing date of Kinnard et al. 
The Examiner also pointed out a new reference that was brought to his attention, 6,749,391, over which an 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection should have been made. Applicant intends to file the 131 declaration and 
a terminal disclaimer over 6,752.584 to overcome the double patenting rejection set forth in the final rejection and over 
6,749,391 to overcome the proposed double patenting rejection. 
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
